BLACK GROUPS FIGHT TO SAVE CAC 
PROGRAM FOR THE POOR 


Groups of black citizens from all over 
Saginaw County have been organizing for the 
past few months in an effort to save the CAC 
(Community Action Committee) for the poor 
people in this community, This concerned 
eroup of black citizens has been meeting night 

-after night with people from all walks of life 
to obtain a greater voice in the local poverty 
program and to assume a more responsible 
role in seeing that funds for the poor-reach 
those poor people in Saginaw County. 

The main opposition to this black group 
is the local power structure which is repres- 
ented by certain executive board members 
and the sponsoring agency officials(United 
Fund). This controlling body is intent on 
killing the poverty program here in Saginaw 
County. If they are successful in the elimin- 
ation of the CAC program, the federal monies 
that have never reached the poor people here 
in Saginaw will never be uncovered by a 
federal investigation. To enable the control- 
ling body cover their tracks, the program in 
Saginaw must fail, due to internal causes. 

Recently the executive board has been 
losing members by resignations before the 
death knoll for the program is sounded, like 
"RATS deserting a sinking ship"', Under the 
administration of the present CAC controlling 
body, the local poverty program has been 
hampered since its inception by bickering for 
control, and the lack of effective programs, 
and worst of all, no communication with poor

control than those few who have controlled for 
so long without regard for the poor. The 
black group headed by Mrs, Mary Suggs, 
Douglas Schenck and other black leaders and 
Father Lynch received a deadline of Dec. 31, 
1967 from the Chicago office of the OEO to 
bring about this reconstruction of the local 
CAC with the co-operation of those same 
people responsible for its failure. 

The poor people who, have been brought in 
to this fight to. save the program are willing 
to help and see to its continuance. These poor 
people have withstood ridicule and verbal 
abuse by certain executive board members as 
they sat in on the CAC meetings, The present 
controlling body who has done nothing is not 
going to surrender control or even share con- 
trol with the poor or their representatives 
without a fight. Therefore it is the duty of 
all concerned black citizens to assist the 
sroups now organized to save this CAC pro- 
sram, Your attendance at these CAC meetings 
will enable you to see just what is going on 
behind the scenes.
